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Unemployment Aid 
..Office In Newton 
Opened By State 


The MaHtiacliusetts Unemployment 
Compensation** Commission opened a 
district office in Newton on Monday 
of this week. The office will be regu- 
larly located at 290 Centre st., New- 
ton Corner, but for the first two weeks 
It Is lomporarjiy located at the State 
Armory on Washington st., West New- 
ton. The district to be served by the 
Newton office Intludes Newton, Water- 
town, Wellesley and Needham. 'M. 
Bernard McCarthy of 20 Aubiirndale 
avo.. West Newfbn, has been appoint- 
ed superintendent of claims for the 
district. Mr. McCarthy has I)een In 
6io employ of biie Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway for the past 15 
years. He Is being assisted by five 
men and five young wohien, as ex- 
aminers and clerks respectively. 

When the temporary office In the 
State Armory opened on Monday the 
expected rush develofied and about 
1000 applicants filed claims on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Ther^ were about 
700 men and 300 women and girls 
who filed their applications. Most 
of them displayed sufficleqrt intelli- 
gence so that the. work of the em- 
ployees at the office was greatly fa- 
cilitated. and practically all of the 
claims were completed aC the office, 
instead of being taken to their homes 
by the applicants, as was found nec 
easary at other district offices. It 
Is estimated that about 2000 unem- 
ployed j>ersona In the district served 
by the Newton office are eligible to 
receive compensation. 

The legislation authorizing the cre- 
ation of uaemployment compensation 
was passed In 1935, and for the past 
year employers and employees have 
been contributing under the law 
toward the creation of the fund which 
is now to bo distributed to eligible 
applicants. The law has only applied 
to employers who have eight or more 
persons working for them, and to their 
employees.

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THE PAST AND THE FUTURE 

Governor Hurley addressed the 150th session of the Massa- 
chusetts General Court when that body convened on Wednes- 
day. Much of the Governor’s address was devoted to accomp- 
lishments of the past year and an appeal for the continuance 
of the co-operation which he received from the le^nslature 
during the early months of 1037. The Governor, however 
rightly criticized the Federal government for its failure to 
“go through’’ on its alleged promise in regard to flood control 
projects in New England. To prevent a recurrence of the 
ravages which took place in the 1936 floods attention to this 
subject cannot be prolonged far into the future. Action is 
desirable and necessary. 


THE MAYOR’S RECOMMENDATIONS 

In his inaugural address last Saturday Mayor Childs makes 
numerous recommendations. He points out, however, that more 
than half a million dollars could be spent on projects which are 
sought by groups in various sections of the city. In these days 
when governmental economy is so essential, first consideration 
must be given those which are necessary, those which are self- 
supporting, and those which will render better and more eco- 
nomical service to the entire tax-paying public. 


TO PRAISE OR CRITICIZE 


During the past week we have received comments which 
both praise and criticize the street department for the work it 
was called upon to do during and after the storm on New 
Year’s Day. There is little question of the impossibility which 
exists of pleasing everybody in conditions which arise during a 
week-end storm. However, when we contrast conditions in 
New’ton with those in surrounding communities we have a basis 
for relative comparison. Following the past storm it took 
little traveling around Greater Boston to learn that Newton s 
handling of the .storm deserves more praise than criticism.

Mayor Childs Urges 

Preparation For Loss 
Of Federal WPA Funds 

Tenth Inaugural Address Contains^Many Recommendations — 
Financial Condition of City Is Excellent 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: 

In accordance with law and custom, 
we meet today to organize our muni- 
cipal government. At the outset I 
oxtond to you and to all of our people 
my sincere wishes that the New Year 
may be not only happy and helpful 
but also hopeful for you all. . 

We have been elected to our various 
offices by our friends and follow'ers, 
nevertheless we are the servants of 
all the people, and every man, woman 
and little child in this city has a claim 
for the best Bort of service which we 
can render. 

'Fo us has been intnisted the busi- 
ness of the city. We direct the affairs 
of a municipal corporation, which dif- 
fers from a business corporation. A 
business corporation is conducted for 
profit; a municipal corporation for 
service. That service is rendered 
largely through departments, commis- 
sions and boards, but no department 
of city government and no particular 
method of conducting city affairs is 
80 important as real service to our 
citizens, that service which is primari- 
ly the object for which departments 
and methods are created. 

We have different duties to perform 
hut only one end in view, namely to 
accomplish the 'greatest good for the 
largest number of our iieople. Those 
who have preceded us in town and city 
government have left us a great heri- 
tage. Our duty is to pass it on en- 
riched and unimpaired. That heritage 
iicroiints largely for the standing of 
our city among her sister cities in this 
Bonimnnwealth. And the standing is 
^ liigh. 

Harvard Course 

Harvard College in establishing a 
new eourse in municipal government 
j luis selected Newton as one of the 
'cities for her students to study and 
j young men from all parts of the world 
training under Brofessor Lamhie come 
, here to our department heads for 
1 light on problems in municipal govern- 
ment. 

It is of interest to note that the fam- 
ous psychoUpilst, Brofessor Edward 
Lee Thorndike, of Columbia Ilniver- 
' sity Teachers College, in a test begun : 
two years ago to see what cities were 
lit for man to dwell In selected 117 
middle sized cities, gathering data 
about them on 120 traits. From thesi* 
he picked 28 items which he thought 
most people would agree were attrib- 
utes of a good town. At the top, from 
the standpoint of per capita income, 
he placed Newton, with Hartford, Con- 
necticut, second: followed by Easton, 
Pennsylvania: and Cambridge, Mass- 
achusetts. From the standpoint of a 
low death rate, high per capita ex- 
penditures for education, libraries, 
parks and recreation, rarity of ex- 
treme poverty, high in proportion of 
home ownership, high proportion of 
vouths over 16 in school, large per 
capita circulation of good magazines, 
widespread installation of gas and 
electricity, excess of doctors, nurses 
and teachers over male domestic serv- 
ants. he ranked Newton high in gen- 
eral gnod-ness: not from the standpoint 
of sophistication or show but from the 
standpoint of health and decency. 

Good City Better 

We may take a just pride in the 
privilege of directing tlie affairs of 
such a city, and I am sure that our 
solo aim will be to make a good city 
better. 

.\tid we will make it better if we 
eoustautly bear in mind that the great- 
est needs in government today are 
eommon honesty and common sense. I 
don’, know why they cull them com- 
mon. But if practiced they will solve 
problems and reduce tlie cost of gov- 
[ eniment evcrywliere. 

.\meiica is a free and democratic 
country today. Init it will lie neither 
i free nor demuerutic tomorrow unless 
its iieoplo love freedom and democracy 
enough to demand the highest possi- 
ll)lo standard of conduct on the part of

In cooperation with the Newton 
Health Department and the Newton 
District Nursing Association. The 
facta revealed will doubtless make It 
pisslble to plan some typo of health 
service for this heretofore neglected 
group of children. , 

The school dental service has been 
completely organized and the equlp- 
mt-nt modernized with emphasis placed 
on preventive and prophylactic dental 
service. The milk control service has 
been reorganized so that at the pres- 
ent time the milk supply In Newton 
Is ui:der better suiiervislon than at 
any time in the history of the city. 

The communicable disease hospital 
ownal by tho city and located at the 
Newton Hospital has been completely 
renoTated and new equipment pur- 
chased. 

Pre-School Health 

III planning for the future, the most 
pres.'^ing need in the health service of 
tho city is the establishment of some 
type of preschool health service. The 
need for this was clearly demonstra- 
ted liy our low rating in tho health 
co!ii<'rvatlon contest, and also by the 
study made here during the past year 
of onr pre-school cliildren. 

Tie procedure for the control of the 
mosquito nuisance in the summer time, 
a complete study of wliich lias Iteon 
innde by the State Department of Agri- 
cultnre, sliould receive eonsideratioii. 

Tie Health Department is well 
equfi>ped and with additions wliicli 
will lie later recommended, to person- 
nel and service, will lie rendm’lng tlie 
.•ity complete and adequate liealtli 
service. 

Tlte prolilem of uuemitloymeut and 
relief still continues to he one of ma- 
jor import aiice. It adds an increased 
Iturdeii to the taxpayer in currout tax 
payments, hut it is also providing per- 
' maneiit and necessary capital improve- 
ment wliicli ultimately would liave to 
lie provided at tlie sole expense of tlie 
local lix payer. 

On »lie last WBA payndl there were 
H7 workers while the average weekly 
roll for the year has been 340. Alto- 
gether the Federal Govornmont has 
provld«‘d $328,700 to relieve unemploy- 
nuMit here during the past year. This 
is a little less than the amount pro- 
vided in 193(’i. The question for ns the 
present year is whether to siihmit 
more projetis or complete what are 
already under way and gradually with- 
draw from the reception of Federal 
aid. More and more the Federal Gov- 

.nment will shift the burden of relief 
to municipalities. Some day that aid 
will be withdrawn. Maybe wo ought 
(o be prepjuinp for that day. 

Federal Aid 

The cost with and without Federal 
aid will be a deterininliig factor as to 
just what policy to pursue. 

An endeavor has been made through 
the Welfare Department to respond to 
every worthy need and while the bur- 
den has been lieavy here as in very 
other munieipallty, we have been able 
to meet it on the “pay as you go’’ poli- 
cy instead of issuing bonds as many 
cities liave been obliged to do. 

Strict .supervision by an altogether 
loo limited number of investigators 
has led to the discovery of some “chisel- 
ing” on the part of those asking for 
aid, hut on the w’hole Hie record is 
remarkably good. 

Aid f(^r dependent children and old 
age assistance have brought aii addi- 
tional burden which taxpay(*rs in every 
community liav.* been glad to carry. 

Tliere are 37 nutre eases of de|)end- 
ent children and 94 more in (dd age 
a.-Jsistanc e tlian a year ago. Tills work 
is new. compulsory and increasing. 

Our schools which" have always been 
the foundation of our country’s great- 
ness have Iteen maintained at Hie usual 
Iiiuli standard and have been a liig 
taetor in attracting new citizens and 
inducing them to make their honn*s 
with us.

Tlio deliate on the city govornmeni 
w'as opened by James T. Allen. He 
said Hiat mone>; iiad been uselessly 
applied in various departments, espe - 
mliy in our public schools. He said 
the office of Superintendent could be 
sustained by tho .masters of the 
schools, and that spe.dal teachers for 
music, drawing and iienmanship are 
unnecessary, as they only direct the 
young ladies who do the teaching.

Figures on the extent of direct 
service rendered by Greater Boston’s 
Community Fund agencies to the peo- 
ple of Newton, were announced this 
week by Ripley L. Dana, local chair- 
man for the 193S campaign, to be 
conducted from January 21 to Febru- 
ary 8. in 75 cities and towns compos- 
ing Greater Boston.

New Wells 

Two new’ w’ldls on the w’ater reser- 
vation will give us a supply of water 
adequate for present needs ns well ns 
for some years to come. 

Many l)(‘tterment streets have been 
completed and street construction, re- 
surfacing. aew’('r and drainage work 
have been carried on as planned, add- 
ing mucli to the comfort and conveni- 
ence of our pr‘oph‘. 

Park and playground Improvements 
hav(‘ lieen made and wltli WPA as- 
sistance. mucli to promote recreation 
and solve the problem of leisure for 
voting people and those of older 
growth, has been accomplished which 
might otlierw’lso liave lieen long de- 
layed. 

Life and property have been protect- 
ed by Police and F^ire Departments. 
Recommendations looking to improve- 
ment in Dlls service w’ill ho made as 
Dmo goes on by the heads of these two 
most important departments. 

Tlie Library with Its many hranehes 
old and new’ has made an excellent 
record. Additional activities and im- 
provements together with tho person- 
al (‘fforts of the Lilirarian and his 
assistants have contributed much to 
Die enjoyment of our reading public 
and especially the children. 

Truly w’o can look back upon the 
yiair just closed with its problems and 
difficulties and take satisfaction in the 
progress made in all departments of 
city government. 

Tax Burden 

As we look to the futnro the great 
question is what can we afford to do 
under pHe.sent conditions. The ability 
of the taxpayer to meet his taxes must 
be considered In our expenditures. Mr. 
Justice Holmes used to say that taxes 
are a privilege and not a burden. 

True, they are a privilege, be- 
cause through taxes wo are able 
to buy a great many sendees and con- 
veniences at low rates. But if that 
honored justice were living today he 
might modify his statement by saying 
that taxes are a prlvllego but are fast 
becoming a burden. 

And yet half a million dollars could 
be easily spent in doing what different 
groups in different sections of the city 
think demand immediate action as 
absolute necessities. 

What we do must be paid for and 
tax day is always ahead. It would seem 
right now things not urgent in point of 
time, although most desirable, should 
be postponed. There are some proj- 
ects already begun whicli should be 
completed, and some new matters 
wliich should i;eceive attention. 

The new Franklin School should be 
Imilt. Tlie Schofield land and building 
adjoining the Hawthoni Playground 
should be taken, and the McGlinehey 
house w’Iii(;h logically belongs to tho 
High Sidiool property slionld be ac- 
quired. 

Ice House Site 

1 believe that the heat interests of 
the city demand that the site of the 
Crystal Lake ice houses sliould lie 
owned by tho city in order that the 
land may be properly developed. Cold 
Spring swamp should also be acquired. 
By tile planting of poplars along the 
Beacon st. front, the city can have 
a place for many years at its very 
centre for the dumping of ashes and 
filling. Tills dump can be judicious- 
ly controlled and a swamp will he 
eliminated and land which can be de- 
veloped into a heaiitifiil park will be 
ours. Future generations will bene- 
fit hy Dlls action. Failure to take 
advantage of this opportunity w’oiild 
he governmental shortsightedness, in 
my judgment. 

I believe that arrangements can h»' 
made w’ith the owners for the re- 
moval of the unsightly buildings at the 
old Brackett Coal Yard with small 
expense to the city. Tliia property 
should have bt'en taken by the city 
w’hen Washington st. was widened 
forty years ago. 

I believe also that ariangomonts 
can be madi^ with the alrntters on 
Silver Lake so tliat the city may con- 
trol the water and shore and super- 
vise skating for people in that local- 
ity. Ways and means should be de- 
vised for making Riimford ave. pass- 
able for the hiiasps of the Middlesex 
and Boston and for our Fire Depart- 
ment if called for s»M’vice in that 
part of the city. 

The long needed comfort station 
at Newton Corner sliould become a 
reality, and consideration should he 
given to Dio enlargement of the 
soldiers lot in the Newton Cemetery 
before available land is sold to other 
parties. 

The utilization of the land in Die 
n?ur of Police Headquarters and the 
Court House for parking facilitlos is 
anoDier matter wbiirh may w’oll lie con- 
sidered the pros(»nt year. 

The Oak Hill belt loop main from 
tli(‘ Piiin|)ing Station tliroiigli Win- 
chester and Nalianton sts. and even- 
tually to Dedham at. slioiild bo atartcii. 
This will afford better fire prot(>cDon 
for tile Working -Boys Hoiiu*. th(' Oak 
Hill section and Pealiody Home. 

We have already goiii^ on r(>coid 
tliat tlie two-platoon system for the 
F’ire Department should be adopted 
as soon as the finanees of tli<‘ city will 
bear the additional biirdmi without 
sacrifice of more pressing needs or 
uiii'i'UKonahlo Increase in the tux rate. 
Whether that lime has arrived can- 
not he detiM’mlned at the present 
TnOlIKMlt.

School Program 

The ten year school program already 
mapped out, I lirlng to the attention 
of tho new members of the Board. 
This culls for the new F'ranklin S(!hnol 
In 1938. Flllot. Idneoln School in 1939. 
Addition to Burr School, togethm* with 
adniinistration building for School De- 
partment and ComiiiJttee In 1940. 
Trade School in 1941. Replacement 
()f the Rice School hy the construc- 
tion of three elementary schools in 
1942. Replacement of Williams Scliooi 
and a new Junior High School in 1914. 

The need of community centers 
should ever he kept in mind evmi 
thougli their ostaldishment is for some 
time delayed. There is a pri'ssing 
need for these at Nonantiim, Uppi>r 
Flails, West Newton and Tliompson- 
ville. Tliese centers in congested 
areas wliere people with different hack 
grounds cun get togeth(>r will not only 
stimulate national tliinking Init will 
bring about a spirit of friendliness. 
iindiM'standing and goodwill. Tliey 
should he located near playgrounds 
in order that outdoor and indoor aetiv- 
Itles may overlap. This will mateiial- 
ily affect tlie coat of supervision. 

Existing facilities should he enro- 
j fully studied and until aucli time 
las a building program can lie defi- 
Inltely started and the needs of vari- 
ous neighhorliooda met. a more liberal 
use of public imildlngs should he imide 

Wlien these four centers shall have 
been realized, there will doubtless 
follow In the distant future a general 
large centre for all of Newton where 
largo public mootings, musical festi- 
vals and dramatic productions may lie 
held and where arts and crafts can 
he developed. I picture this building 
on the hill at the Newton Centre 
playground, but as yet a long way 
off. 

With neighborhood centres, work 
carried on so successfully in the sum- 
mer time can be continued during 
the winter months. This will moan a 
decrease in juvenile delinquency and 
will be the best sort of preventive 
work. 

Department Changes 

When tho present city charter was 
adopted, Newton was a somewhat dif- 
ferent city than today. The passing 
years have brought new problems and 
chauges In our charter and ordinances 
liave been suggested. 

Biennial elections of city officials 
have already beim approved. I won- 
der if our people are ready to approve 
further chauges. Consideration and 
study might well he given to the ques- 
tion of whether further changes are 
advisable, so as to establish a pur- 
chasing agent; to affect a real consoli- 
dation of Street, Water and Fliigineer- 
ing Departments under a Public 
Works Director; separation of the office 
of Treasurer and Collector; establish- 
ment of a Public Safety Commission- 
er; lull time for members of the 
Board of Assessors, and tlie long de- 
layed changes in Ward lines. 

Some of these changes will doubtless 
come in the years ahead even If the 
time .seems not ripe for them now. 

I cannot clo.se without expressing 
my appreciation for tlie splenclld serv- 
ice rendered in and to our city by 
the Newton Cliamber of (Commerce, the 
Coiniminlty (Miest, tlie Welfare Bu- 
reau. the Red Cross, the Newton Hos- 
pital and its allied organizations and 
our Veteran organizations. While not 
directly connected with the city, their 
service is invaluable to us and to all 
of our people. 

The Veteran organi’zations have been 
particularly helpful and have respond- 
ed promptly to every call. Newton 
Post No. 48 of the American Legion 
is to be congratulated upon the hon- 
ors reflected on the Post and the City 
by tho Drill Team which won the 
Championship at the recent New York 
convention. 

Post Drill Team 

1 am sure that our citizens will feel 
it a privilege to join wiDi Post 48 in 
its end(‘avor to send to the next con- 
vention this Team which according to 
custom will act as the escort for the 
National Commander. 

When the City Hail was built, the 
Spanish War Veterans were complete- 
ly forgotten when our country’s wars 
were pictured in the rotunda of the 
War Memorial. There is still one 
panel for a mural, and I shall recom- 
mend an appropriation at tho proper 
time for the painting of such a one 
which will ever remind us of the heroes 
of that war. 

Tliese are soiiKMif Die matters upon 
wliicli we may center our thoughts, 
study of which may be of benefit to 
oiir citizens. 

A great opportunity and a great 
task confront us. It has been custom- 
ary from tlie liegiiining to open inau- 
guration oxerclses with prayer -to 
call upon Alniiglity God to associate 
liimsf'lf with men in the important 
work whlcli Diey are about to under- 
take. A clergyman performs this serv- 
ice. Tills reminds ns timt not only the 
home and tlio school Imt also the 
ehurcli lias a groat part in the build- 
ing of a city and in the making of 
tliat program whicli is both onward 
and upward. 

After all tlie strength of any city 
doesn’t lie wholly in schools and in 
education, in labor and industries, or 
even in her patriotism or her chari- 
ties. It lies in tho character of her 
citizens. Tlie Chiii«h is a groat char- 
acter builder, and I pay tribute to the 
work of our clergy of ail denomin- 
ations for tho great program which 
they are currying out. The value of 
their work cunnot bo overestimated, 
for while in these later days there has 
hiMUi a rapid increase in external 
knowledge, tliat is in science and in 
the command of men over material 
things, lie has lost his grip on spip- 
itiiai truths.

Two or three case.s of a doR being

I recall one case in which the of- 
fender was of the Police dog breed, a 
puppy only three months of age. who 
was charged with having bitten a 
young girl. The owaer claimed that 
what happened had been due solely to 
the dog’s playfulness. Nevertheless 
he was haled into court charged with 
"allowing a vicious dog to be at 
large." 

The day the case was called the 
owner arrived early with his dog. 
While waiting in the courtroom for 
judgment to be passed the puppy took 
quite a fancy to the attorneys arguing 
the case which preceded his. Every- 
one in the courtroom, including the 
judge, enjoyed the dog's antics. In 
his own way the dog told the judge 
that he was only a puppy, and If he 
had ever done anything wrong it was 
only in a spirit of playfulne.ss and to 
please find him not guilty. The judge 
did.

In many countries dogs are .still 
used as beasts of burden. In almost 
any city or town in Belgium today 
dogs can be seen pulling carts with 
human beings as passengers.

Word comes of 
a man who was prosecuted for cruelty 
to his four dogs, the basis of the 
charge l>eing that each dog carried 
enough vermin to Infest the whole 
town. The owner was imprisoned for 
thrtH‘ months at hard labor and for 
the rest tif his life he was not per- 
mitted to hold a dog license.

If you keep your dog in a pen out 
of doors be sure that he has some sort 
of a bench or platform on which he 
can climb. While often a dog will 
suffer no harm from lying in the snow, 
he would rather have a bench or 
board on which to sun himself. The 
snow-covered ground becomes wet and 
muddy as it begins to thaw, and a dog 
may develop a serious cold from the 
dampness. Remember a dog can stand 
any amount of cold weather providing 
he isn’t exposed to drafts or damp- 
ness.

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Agnes Macphail 
Talks on Canada 
At Newton Forum 

Says Roosevelt Is Very Popular 
In Canada 


Hon. Agnes Macphail, first and only 
woman member of Canada’s parlia- 
ment, spoke last Sunday at the New- 
ton High School on “Us, the Good 
Nelghhors” instead of "Canada and 
Her Destiny" as previously announced. 

Miss Macphail thoroughly believes 
that the good will existing between 
Canada and the U. S. Is largely de- 
pendent upon the Interchange of vis- 
itors and statesmen between the two 
nations. Apropos of President Roose- 
velt’s recent visit to Canada, she said 
that he was obviously more popular 
there than he apparently is In his own 
country. Canada takes a keen Inter- 
est In the affairs of the U. S., particu- 
larly as regards polltl.^s and econom- 
ics. The citizens of Canada read a 
large percentage of American maga- 
zines and newspapers and listen to our 
broadcasts more than to their own. 

The speaker said that Canada and 
the U. S. have a great deal In com- 
mon to bring them together and that 
the Canadian people are at the same 
time both very British and very 
American. Not only Is our speech 
similar, but foreign policies are alike, 
thus affording a greater opportunity for 
the growth of democracy In North 
America. The tourist trade that Can- 
ada receives each year Is another fact- 
or that tends toward creating an un- 
derstanding, for 30,000,000 people cross 
the border each year and In that way 
we are helping Canada pay her debt 
to the U. S., or. as Miss Macphail 
put It. we are paying it ourselves, 
whether or not we realize It. 

At the present time Americans have 
$4,000,000,000 invested In Canada, 
which Is twice that just prior to the 
war, Canada has $1,000,000,000 In- 
vested In the U. S.. making a total of 
$5,000,000,000 Investment between the 
two countries 

Miss Macphail said that many Can- 
adians move to the U. S. each year and 
remain here. 37 per cent of Canada’s 
University graduates settle In the IT. S. 
because the training they receive in 
college fits them for business In this 
country, thus taking many able cit- 
izens away from Canada. Then there 
are many who receive their education 
here who also remain here In busi- 
ness. 

“One of the strongest ties.” Miss 
Macphail stated, "between our nations 
is the Trade Pact that was signed In 
.Tanuary 1. 1936.’’ 

It is interesting to note that Ameri- 
cans as a whole are not too highly re- 
garded across the border, hut the in- 
dividual American is very well liked. 
On the other hand Great Britain as a 
whole Is all right, hut the individual 
Britisher is jolly well detested, Can- 
ada’s sympathies are for a number of 
reasons with the U. S. rather than with 
Great Britain; primarily, perhaps be- 
cause she feels fairly certain that our 
one object above all else is to keep 
out of another foreign war. and Eng- 
land’s interests, for both geographical 
and political reasons, lie pretty much 
In Europe. 

Miss Maciihail reiterated that al- 
though there are many Canadians 
holding positions in this country, on 
the other hand, there are numerous 
Americans employed in Canada; par- 
ticularly in the gold mines in which 
Canada Is rich. Miss Macphail feels 
that the gold mines are not an asset 
to Canada, for those living in the 
mining towns are practically destitute, 
many families having only one room 
in which to live and that of the poor- 
est sort imaginable. She was recently 
on a tour of the mines and was offered 
a fairly sizable nugget and to the don- 
or’s horror and amazement, turned it 
down saying. "What do I want that 
for? It means nothing to me.”

Girl Tobogganing 
Fatally Injurec 

Gladys Colantuono, 22, of 66 Clinton 
at., Newton, died at the Newton Hos- 
pital on Monday night of internal in- 
juries received on the night of Jan- 
uary 3 when she was hit by a toboggan 
at the Newton Centre playground. 
Miss Colantuono had been coasting at 
the toboggan chute at the playground 
with friends and was riding on a 
toboggan which was being pulled back 
toward the chute when the accident 
occurred. Another toboggan carry- 
ing several young men ha(l come down 
one of the chutes and was traveling 
across the playground wheif it collided 
with the toboggan on which Miss 
Colantuono was riding. The girl was 
assisted to the playground building 
and later was driven back to her homo 
in a friend’s automobile. On Tues- 
day. January 4 her condition became 
serious and Dr. Hyman Shrler was 
called. He advised her removal to 
the Newton Hospital to he treated for 
internal injuries. Her brothers, An- 
thony and Nicholas gave blood trans- 
fusions in an effort to save her life. 

Miss Colantuono was horn in New- 
ton and had been en>ployed at the 
Raytheon factory in Nonantum. She 
is survived by her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Nicholas Colantuono; six slaters. 
Mrs. James Simone, Mrs. Francis Saul- 
nler. Mrs. James Marchello. Mrs. An- 
thony Splranzo. Mrs. Angelo Archlone 
and Dorothy Colantuono; and four 
brothers, Anthony, Stanley. Thomas 
and Nicholas. Her funeral service 
was held at Our Lady’s Church on 
Thursday morning and burial was In 
Calvary Cemetery. 

It was the first serious accident to 
occur at the Newton Centre toboggan 
slide during the 16 years it has been 
in operation. 

6 Months in Jail 
For Whitehead 

Charles R. Whitehead. 25. formerly 
of Marlboro st..

He then drove her 
to her home and she told her parents 
of her experience, Watertown police 
were notified and Newton police ar- 
rested Moran on a warrant. Moran, 
who was a candidate for the Democra- 
tic nomination for State Senator at 
the last primaries, did not take the 
stand to testify.

New Ruling On 
Newton Milk Supply 

The Newton Health Department has 
asked City Solicitor Bartlett to rule 
on the legality of a proposed ruling 
which will compel all milk dealers 
starting In the future to retail milk 
in Newton to pasteurize their own 
milk. Newton has had an ordinance for 
years compelling the pasteurization of 
all milk sold in this city. Sometime 
ago the Newton Health Department 
passed a ruling compelling milk deal- 
ers to have printed on labels of bot- 
tles the place where the milk they sell 
is pasteurized. This was for the pur- 
pose of enabling the milk inspector to 
trace the source of supply of the milk 
sold. During the past year or two 
a number of men, mostly from outside 
Newton, have started to retail small 
quantities of milk in this city. They 
buy on the open market, and change 
their sources of supply frequently. It 
has been very difficult for the Newton 
Health Department to keep track of 
such milk sources, and it is to curb 
this new phase of the milk industry 
in Newton that the new ruling is pro- 
P(j8ed. The ruling would not affect 
retailers already established in this 
city. 

Two milk dealers were warned by the 
Health Department on Tuesday that 
their licenses will be revoked if they 
repeat violations of department rules. 
One small dealer had been obtaining 
milk from a farm where cows had mas- 
titis. a disease of the udders which 
causes septic sore throat in persons 
who drink milk from such cows. The 
other dealer has changed his pasteur- 
ization place without notifying the 
Health Department. There are 61 re- 
tail milk dealers delivering milk in 
this city. 

Newton Repairing 
LaGrange Street 

LaGrange st., the direct way from 
Newton and Brighton to West Rox- 
bury and St, Joseph’s and Mount Ben- 
edict Cemeteries was closed to traffic 
on Tuesday because the City of Newton 
is resurfacing the street. There is 
about a half mile of LaGrange st. in 
Newton where a corner of this city 
liedges in between West Roxhury and 
Brookline. In recent years Brookline 
and Boston widened and improved 
their sections of LaGrange st., and the 
sh^u-t Newton section suffered by 
comparison. As there is a large and 
increasing amount of traffic over the 
street, the City of Newton recently de- 
cided to re.surface and widen its por- 
tion of the street. It will be eventually 
widened from 16 ti.‘<'''<> feet to conform 
with the Boston and Brookline sec- 
tions. .At present th»* work consists 
of widening and c.xtcnding a drain and 
excavating peat which is from 3 to 16 
feet deep. The present iiroject will 
cost $24,0(10; of whiih the city defrays 
.$12.00(1 and the State $Soo(». The 
coulity will he asked to pay $4000. 
'riie complete cost will be .$4o.o00. 

Detours to West Roxbury can be 
made by West Roxhury and Veterans 
Highways from the end of Hammond 
st. in Brookline, or by Brookline and 
Dedham sts., through Oak Hill.

Aldermen Attend 
Newton Safety 
Council Meeting 

The Newton Safety Council field Its 
first meeting of this year on Wednes- 
day night at police headquarters. West 
Newton. General Daniel Needham, 
chairman of the council, presided. The 
matter of the deadlock betw'een Mayor 
Childs and the Board of Aldermen 
on the question of establishing a traf- 
fic bureau in the Newton Police De- 
partment was discussed. This bureau 
was proposed by the Safety Council 
and recommended by the .Mayor, but 
the Aldermen have ho far refused to 
appropriate money for salaries of the 
personnel. The Aldermen contended 
that they have received no information 
regarding the details of the proposed 
traffic bureau. 

The officers of the Safety Council 
had invited President Floyd of the 
Board of Aldermen, and other mem- 
bers of the Board to attend the meet- 
ing. Aldermen Floyd. Gaddis and 
Jamieson were present. Mr. Needham 
said that a mistake had been made in 
not asking members of the Board of 
Aldermen to be members of the Safe- 
ty Council. Vice President Richard 
Dunn of the Safety Council stated that 
obstacles in the cooperation of the Al- 
dermen had been removed and the 
traffic bureau will soon be functioning 
in the police department. 

Chairman Needham announced that 
Newton had advanced during the past 
year from having been near the bottom 
of the list of cities in Massachusetts 
as regards highway f^afety, to the third 
best record in the State. He .said at 
the next meeting of the council the 
question of bicycles and the traffic 
problems they create will be discussed. 
Motion pictures were shown by a rep- 
resentative of the Harvard Bureau of 
Traffic Research. Reports were made 
liy Alfred Miner for the Engineering 
Committee of the Council, and Mrs. J. 
Earle Parker of the .Adult Education 
Committee.

Decision For City 
In Gravel Pit ^se 

On .Monday of this week Judge Raoul 
Boudreau of the Superior Court con- 
firmed the report made sometime ago 
by a master in the litigation between 
the City of New’ton and George S. 
Wilbur relative to the operation of the 
big gravel pit at Oak Hill near the 
West Roxbury line. In September 
1936 the Newton Bcjard of Aldermen 
voted not to renew the temporary 
permit for the operation of the machin- 
ery at the big gravel plant. Renewals 
had been granted yearly for 8 years, 
although Wilbur had stated when he 
applied for the first renewal that he 
w'ould have completed the excavation 
operations on the large area of land 
he owned off Dedham and Wiswall sts. 
In 5 years. Subsequently, after denud- 
ing his own land he extended the 
gravel excavating onto large areas 
owned by the Esty and Wiswall e.s- 
tates. The large amount of truck- 
ing over Oak Hill streets from the 
gravel plant, caused many protests, 
and scores of acre.s were stripped bare 
of loam and gravel, seriously affect- 
ing future development for residential 
purposes. 

Following the action of the Newton 
aldermen in 1936, AVllbur obtained an 
Injunction from the Superior Court 
preventing the city from stopping the 
operations at the gravel pit. The mat- 
ter was referred to a master. Bennett 
Sanderson, and after many months 
he made a ruling favorable to the 
city. The judge did not make a de- 
cision on the master’s findings until 
this week. In the meantime the gravel 
pit has been operating on a big scale. 
Wilbur also obtained an Injunction 
from the Superior Court forbidding the 
city from enforcing an ordinance pro- 
hibiting heavy traffic along Dedham 
st.. Oak Hill. This was also referred 
to a master who made a report favor- 
able to the city. Wilbur then took 
an appeal to the Supreme Court of 
this State, and City Solicitor Bartlett 
and counsel for Wilbur presented their 
arguments to the Supreme Court last 
week.

Thursday morning about 8:30 be- 
tween 65 and 100 boys who attend 
New’ton High School, marched from 
the school to Newton City Hall and 
kept shouting protests because New- 
ton schools were not closed on that 
morning. The group gathered outside 
the entrance to City Hall, kept shout- 
ing “We w'ant no school," and demand- 
ed to see the Mayor. Police head- 
quarters was notified and Patrolmen 
Halloran and O’Donnell hastened trr 
City Hall in a police car. When 
.Mayor Childs arrived at the hall, he 
informed the students that he would 
Intervipw a committee of three of their 
number. He Informed them that the 
Superintendent of Schools, and not 
the .Mayor decides whether or not 
schools shall be kept open on a stormy 
day. Supt. of Schools Warren and 
Principal Elicker of the High School 
soon reached City Hall, and addressed 
the demonstrating pupils. The group 
then marched in orderly manner back 
to the high school buildings.

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PROSPECTS OF A SALES TAX 

Prospects of a sales tax in this Commonwealth have for 
some time been occupying the minds of officials whose duties 
are to conduct the financial affairs of the state. There are 
many objections to a sales tax as an independent tax or in ad- 
dition to the present tax methods and program now used in 
Massachusetts. It should be stressed and remembered that 
the proposed plan for a sales tax is but a part of a program 
w^hich in effect revises and is designed to correct many of the 
weaknesses of our present tax structure. 

It is generally recognized that real estate is and has been 
for some time paying more than its just burden of the expenses 
of government and of the expenses for those services performed 
by the .state which are necessary. These services cannot be 
eliminated without affecting the welfare of the citizens. If 
there is to be a revision of our tax structure, and we believe 
that it is a vital necessity to give this problem serious study, the 
sales tax must be given as much thought as a revenue producing 
measure as well as the real estate, income, and gas taxes now 
imposed. 

Two of the features of the proposed sales tax are significant. 
One is that it is strictly a relief tax, to be used solely for welfare 
and relief purposes, and the other that it is flexible, fluctuating 
so that rt will meet only the needs of relief purposes. Un- 
doubtedly there will be many arguments and much discussion 
over the proposal in the near future. A final opinion cannot 
be given in the matter until the report of the commission which 
makes the proposal is issued and has been given thorough study.

The Newton Free IJbrary last week 
Isstied its annual list of “One Hun- 
dred Mnportant Rooks for Roys atul 
Girls.”’ This attractive booklet is the 
seventh number of this series which 
has been produced since 1931.

’riiese annual children's hook lists 
have earned Increasing recognition 
and use by parents and teachers of 
the Newtons, nnd from directors of 
children’s library work throughout the 
country, to whom the list is available 
for a small price covering the cost 
of publication. When chief librarian 
Julius Lucht was returning from his 
vacation last summer he dropped in 
nt the children’s library in St. Paul 
to be greeted by the librarian with. 
"I know about the Newton Library. 1 
get that excellent children’s book list 
from you every year.” 

The list may he had by any Newton 
Parent or by anyone interested in 
child guidance for the asking at the 
desk of the Vernon Street Roys’ and 
Girls’ in Newton nr at the desks of 
any of the ten branches in the other 
villages. 

Tlie following figures indicate some- 
thing of the importance of children’s 
work of the Newton Free Library Sys- 
tem: Of the 31.000 reglstcM’ed patrons 
of the Library last year. 11.000 were 
children between kindergarten and 
junior high school ages, the age 
groups served by the Roys’ and Girls’ 
department. Of a total circulation of 
approximately 830.000 books and maga- 
zines last year, about one third was 
with children.

For dealing in real estate he 
has superior facilities, and for plac- 
ing insurance, no bettor companies 
can be found than those he represents, 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held on Thursday eve- 
ning with .Mayor Speare presiding. 
The committee on police recommend- 
ed tlie appointment of a Chief of Po- 
lice. who will also be superintendent 
of street lights, to be mounted, find 
I'is own horse and pay for its keep. 
His salary will be $1500. The com- 
mittee also recommended two mount- 
'd day policemen, the city to provide 
tli(‘ horses and pay for the same; 
their salaries to be $800 each. .-Mso 
ten night patrolmen with salaries of 
$900. Each policeman is to provide 
his own uniform. Alderman Carpen- 
ter thought taxpayers should know 
wliere money is spent.

The question — "Is the City of New- 
ton Unnecessarily Expensive?” brought 
a crowded audience to City Hall at the 
I.yceiim .Meeting on .Monday night. 
In the absence of the leading dispu- 
tants. James T. Allen of Allen’s Classi- 
cal School. West Newton, opened the 
debate. He wanted to carry his ar- 
guments on the expenses of our schools 
further than he did at the previous 
meeting. He said if it costs more to 
educate a child in Newton than in 
any other city or town in this State, 
It is sa.fe to sa.V it costs more than 
anywhere in this country. He tvould 
not decrease salaries of primary 
school teachers, but would take a fair 
per cent from the teachers in the high- 
er grades. Ho said if the teachers are 
not competent to tench drawing, writ 
ing. and music, which we believe they 
are fully competent to do. then let us 
employ teachers who can. There 
seems to be extravagance in every de- 
partment in this city, and if this con- 
tinues. our citizens will emigrate, ns 
they have done in Worcester and other 
places where taxes become burden 
some. 

Mr. Van Duzee said that our schools 
are superintended to death, scholars 
attempt too much, and accomplish lit- 
tle tliat is practical. Reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic are the funda 
mentals which should he taught in 
our schools.

I Powers’ Paragraphs 




You rend in your school days of 
Marie. Attlln. of the Gotha and tho 
Huns who overcame Europe, who mur- 
dered, ravaged ami pillaged, who sot 
back civilization centuries. These 
scourges desolated Europe over 1500 
y<*nrs ago. and you thought such sav- 
agery could not occur in a modern, 
enlightened age such as we live in. But 
it is happening. You have read of tlie 
slaughter of thousands and thousands 
of helpless Chinese in Nanking by 
Japanese soldiers, of the orgy of rape 
and plunder by the Japs in that 
city. You read of the systematic bomb- 
ing of most large Chinese cities, in- 
cluding Canton, whence came most of 
the Chinese in this country. Do you 
desire the power of Japan to increase 
until it can train millions of conquered 
Chinese to help overcome the white 
races in the future? If you do not 
help curl) the Jaiianese now by boy- 
cotting all Japanese products — silk be- 
ing the principal export of Japan to the 
United States. Cease buying articles 
made of silk. Boake Carter asks— 
What jobs will we find for 128,000 
United States citizens who will he job- 
h‘ss when such a boycott closes silk 
mills in this country? The answer is 
asy, Boake. Give them employment in 
cotton or rayon mills. If the boycott 
lasted for any length of time. Boake. it 
might result in renewed life for many 
cotton mills in New England wliich 
have been closed, or idle much of the 
time since the “silk vogue” hit this 
country during the boom years. 

Despite the fact tliat the Supreme 
Court of this State reviewed the ap- 
peals taken by the attorney for the two 
DiStaslos who fiendishly murdered a 
t ranger in a cold-blooded plot to fraud- 
ulently obtain insurance, and that 
court concurred witli the findings of the 
Superior Court juries and judges who 
fouml the DiStaslos guilty and sen- 
tenced these heartless murderers to 
death. Governor Hurley in an exhibi- 
tion of spinelessness has granted an- 
other hearing to William Scharton. 
counsel for DlStasio in a plea that the 
younger DlStasio should not be execu- 
ted next week, hut should even be 
freed. Scharton has delayed the execu- 
tion of these (wo murderers by taking 
appeals not only to the State Supreme 
Court but to the Federal Supreme 
(’ourt. the latter body refusing to inter- 
fere in tlie matter. Crowley, the vic- 
tim. was picked up in Boston in May, 
1935. taken to a lonely spot in Hud- 
son. slugg«*d and then burned to death 
in a gasoline soaked old automobile. 
The elder DlStasio carried Crowley 
in the car which was burned, and his 
son followed in a second car. waiting 
nearby and bringing his father hack 
oward Boston after the crime had been 
cemmitted. Hugh Boyd of this city, 
as assistant district attorney, secured 
the conviction of the young DlStasio. 
The Governor granted several re- 
prieves to DiStasio at Scliarton’s re- 
(inest. and now. after both Massachu- 
setts and United States Supreme 
Courts have turned down Scharton’s 
appeals, the Governor grants another 
hearing. 


alh'gedly respectable citizens. Men nnd 
women who profess to he law-abiding, 
but who do not hesitati* to bring in- 
fluences of various kinds to hear on 
policemen who apprehend speeders, 
reckless and drunken drivers, and 
those who habitually violate traffic 
rules and Ignore traffic signals. The 
“fixers” Inclnde clergymen, physicians, 
bankers, civic leaders, and of course — 
politicians who use such means to In- 
crease their popularity. Membership 
in fraternal and social organizations 
is used to prevent the minority of au- 
tomobile drivers responsible for tho 
great majority of accidents and fatali- 
ties from being summoned into court, 
or punished in accord w'ith the laws. 
Ami “fixing” has spread from automo- 
bile cases until it now includes all 
forms of criminal offences. 

The action of a comparatively small 
number of pupils of tho Newton High 
School in marching from the school 
to City Hall on Thursday morning and 
clamoring to see the .Mayor in a de- 
mand that there be “no school” on that 
day because of a light fall of snow, 
reflects no credit on the youths who 
made themselves ridiculous. Newton 
schools have been commendahly free 
from such exhibitions of temperament 
on the part of pupils. Other commu- 
nities have been unfavorably adver- 
tised because of “school strikes.” This 
is the first time that pupils of Newton 
High School have evidenced such lack 
of discipline. It should he the last. 
The 240n pupils of the school who re- 
fused to participate in the “smart” 
maneuver, deserve praise. 


We have been asked to call attention 
to the practice of some autoists in 
leaving the motor of the car running 
while gasoline is being poured into 
the car tank at a filling station. This 
is an extremely dangerous practice 
and many serious accidents. Including 
deaths have resulted from it. Attend- 
ants nt gasoline stations, for their own 
protection, should refuse to put gas- 
oline in the tank of any motor vehicle 
until the motor has been shut off. 


The Newton Street Department did 
good work in clearing snow off the 
.Streets on Thursday. The Newton po- 
lice department should do better work 
in enforcing the city ordinance which 
calls for the removal of snow from 
sidewalks in husiness districts within 
21 hours following the end of a snow 
fall. 


Tho action of President Roosevelt 
in calling industrial lenders to Wash- 
ington to confer with him on business 
conditions, in an attempt to end the 
current depression, should he produc- 
tive of results. This country will not 
return to prosi)erity until the govern- 
ment, financial, industrial ami labor 
leaders all co-operate in working for 
the welfare of tlie nation as a whole.

TRACK TEAM OPENS 
SEASON AT BROCKTON 

Coach Don Enoch’s 1938 Newton 
High track team opens Its season to- 
morrow with a dual meet at the Brock- 
ton Armory against the Brockton High 
team. The meet wa.s originally sch^- 
duled for twlay but the armory was 
not available and the day’s postpone- 
ment was necessary. With co-captalna 
Bud Hines and Jerry Allen in* shape 
and with several other tried perform- 
ers to back them up it is apparent 
that second and third place points by 
le.sser lights on the Newton team will 
be vital factors In a team victory 
against the Shoe City runners. The 
.Newton squad, one of the largest in 
years, should in all probability develop 
these minor point winners who will 
come through. 

Five events are well fortified with 
veterans. Naturally Hines and .Allen 
head this group. Hines was the state 
otitdoor 100-yard dash champion and 
his present time on the Newton track 
glv^-s hope that he may break the .84 
second record for the 300 on the 
Gard<^n track when the big meets I 
come along. Hines will forsake the I 
short dash in the indoor meet.s to con- 1 
centrate on the 300. Allen, who did 
wpR in the 300 la.st year ha.s moved 
up to the 600 where he will give the 
best of them a good race. Newton 
should hp pxcpptlonally strong in the 
high jump this year with Bill Pes- 
co.solido almost assuredly a standout 
if he keeps clear of eligibility restric- 
tions. Last year Pesky’s best effort 
was 6-3 and he ha.s clpared six feel 
this season with comparative ease so 
that he may better his last year’s 
mark. John Callahan and Mark Mes- 
sler. other veteran high jumpers have 
clearpd 5-in and Boh Davis and Charles 
Cawley are better than 5-6. Coach 
Enoch indicates that Newton’s strength 
in the high jump is the result of as- 
sistant coach Ed Boyle’s efforts.

There will be five discussion 
meetings in all on the next five Monday 
evenings at the High School beginning 
promptly at 7:30 and it was decided 
that other topics would be the 
social relations of the pre-school child, 
his use of play materials, his nutri- 
tion. protecting his emotional life, and 
training him in good habits.

The 
warden stopped, asked a few questions 
about the dog and flnnlly Inquired If 
the prisoner would like to see the 
animal. The Inmate was overjoyed 
at the thought of seeing his former 
pet. but could not understand how It 
would he possible, because prison 
regulations permitted no animals to he 
brought In. The next visiting day the 
prisoner received word that there was 
someone to see him. On entering the 
visiting room he saw beyond the heavy 
wire screen the glad eyes and wagging 
tail of his dog. Further regulations 
were broken in allowing the animal 
Inside the screen to he petted and 
stroked by Its master. 

The warden, a lover of dogs himself, 
had arranged the Interview and with- 
in a short time the prisoner was par- 
doned through the warden’s efforts. 
For his faith In the prisoner who liked 
dogs, the w’arden was rewarded when 
the former inmate went forth and 
became a respected and worthy cit- 
izen. Today he owns his own business 
in a small mid western city and I am 
sure that if you should call on him you 
will find a well-cared-for dog as a 
member of his household. 


In Germany every man blinded In 
service for the Fatherland Is given 
by the government a trained Police 
dog to guide him about his dally 
travels. Many such dogs can he seen 
throughout the country going about 
their duties wearing a little blanket 
with a red cross as protection against 
traffic.

opened on the ninth day after birth 
Today I received a letter stating that 
two of the writer’s pups’ eyes had not 
opened until the twelfth day. That 
Is quite possible. In fact I have known 
eases where the eyes didn’t open un- 
til the 14th day. hut the normal length 
of time Is nine days from birth. 

Many an Ignorant owner has 
drowned a pup on the tenth day lie 
cause his eyes weren’t open and he 
feared the dog would he permanently 
blind. 


Don’t tie your dog up in the house 
If you want him to be a 100 per 
cent fire alarm. A dog which Is al- 
lowed the run of tlie house Is certain 
to give an alarm— and give It quickly. 
Many dogs tied up or shut In a room 
have been prevented from warning the 
occupants of a lire, with fatal results to 
all. Allow your dog the run of the 
house at night if you want proper pro- 
tection. 

I recall the cn.se of a friend of mine 
who was awakened by a scratching 
on his bedroom door. He aro.se to in- 
vestigate and discovered the house 
full of smoke. A serious fire was 
averted by his dog who didn’t bark 
a warning. Perhaps your dog won’t 
hark either, so let him have an op- 
portunity to give the alarm in his 
own way by not tying him up at 
night or shutting him down cellar. 


Your dog cannot drink Ice. A careful 
watch of his drinking water should be 
kept and when the pan becomes a 
solid mass of ice it should be re- 
placed. A dog requires water In winter 
as well as In summer. 

Question: Are Cocker Spaniels born 
with short tails? — D. P. 

Answer: No. A Cocker’s tail Is 
usually docked shortly after birth. 

Question: How often should cod liver 
oil be given my dog? — S. L. R. 

Answer: Every other day a tea- 
spoonful to a tablespoonful of cod 
liver oil should he mixed Into your 
dog’s food. It Is a very important Item 
in the winter diet of a dog — especially 
a young puppy.

Leonard B. Colwell of Bartlett ave.

Capt. Bruce Ware 
Dies at SanDiego 

('aptain Brnco Wan*. U. S, N., re- 
tired. died on January 16 at tlie navy 
hospital in San Diego, California. He 
was horn In Newton on February 27, 
1887, the sou of Mr. and Mrs. Bruce 
R. Ware. He was a descendant of 
.Myles Standish and John Alden. He 
graduated from Bigelow School and 
wlillo a sophomore at Newton high 
school In 1903 was appointed to the 
naval academy at Annapolis. He grad- 
uated from Annapolis in 1907, ranking 
fourth In his class. He was engaged 
to bo marrhul to Miss Nannie Norris of 
Baltimore hut Immediately after his 
graduation he was ordered on duty on 
a 1 *.0no mile cruise around South 
America and the Pacific. When his 
‘liip arrived at San Francisco his 
fiancee was awaiting him and the 
postponed wedding took place in. that 
city. 

In 1915 lie was advanced to the grade 
of IJeutenant and when this country 
declared war on Germany Lieut. Ware 
was assigned to command a gun crew 
oil Ihe mercliant shlj) “.\iongolia.’’ 
When that ship reached the English 
channel a Gorman submarine was 
sight(*d. Lieut. Ware directed the aim- 
ing of llie naval gun, and ordered the 
first shot fired by American armed 
forces In the war. It hit the conning 
tower of the submarine and a second 
sliot sank the underwater boat. On 
his return to New York a banquet was 
given In his honor. He was retired 
from the navy In 1935 with the rank 
of Captain. He Is survived by bis 
widow: a son. Ensign Bruce R. Ware, 
3rd, attached to the IT. S. S. New Or- 
leans: and a daughter Mrs. Nancy 
Watts, wife of Lieut. C. R. Watts of 
file United States Navy. 


Homer Rainey at 
Community Forum 

Next Sunday afternoon. January 23. 
Homer P. Rainey will speak at the 
Newton High School on "The Youth 
Movement Here and .Abroad." This 
meeting of the Newton Forum consti- 
tutes the sixth In the series of eight 
lectures for the current season. 

Dr. Rainey. Director of the American 
Youth Commission since 1935, Is well 
qualified to speak on this subject, and 
should enlighten the members of tlie 
audience as regards the activities of 
the various youth movements not only 
in this country, but throughout the 
world. Dr. Rainey was President of 
Franklin College from 1927 to 1931 
and of Bucknell University from 1931 
to 1935. He lias been In close contact 
with young people throughout his 
career and Is a firm believer in the 
enthusiasm and progressiveness ot 
youth. 

It is more than apparent that the 
world is sorely in need of reconstruc- 
tion along certain lines. Is youth of 
today prepared to meet the situations 
that are hound to arise any better 
than yesterday’s youth Is meeting 
the problems of the present? Is today’s 
educational standard based on the 
teachings of the past or are univer- 
sities and colleges looking into the 
future and preparing their students 
for future difficulties? 

It must be realized that in this 
country more than any other there Is 
an opportunity for youth to assert It- 
.self to action, where, under the fascist 
regime of certain other nations its 
hands and feet are pretty well tied. 
Is it not. therefore, up to the youth 
of America to do something. Dr. Rainey 
will tell what American youth is do- 
ing and what it is prepared to do 
what its aspirations are as to the 
future and how it tliinks present 
problems here and abroad can be 
solved.

Mail Truck Stolen 
At Newtonville 


About 6.50 o’clock last P'rlday eve- 
ning a United State.s mall truck wa.s 
stolen from the rear of the Newton- 
ville postofflce. W’llllam Maloney of 
Avon, who has driven the truck for 
years to tlie various Newton post- 
offices was In the ppstofflce, waiting 
for William McKenna of AVarwIck 
road. West Newton, a clerk, to sign 
the way hill when the noise of the 
truck’s motor was heard as it sud- 
denly started out of the driveway 
and toward Lowell avenue. Maloney 
rusned out the hack door of the post- 
office and saw the truck proceeding 
along Lowell avenue toward Water- 
town street, followed by a coupe which 
had swung in behind It, Newton police 
headquarters was notified and several 
police cars started cruising the streets 
In search of the stolen truck. Post- 
office Inspectors hastened from Boston 
to Newtonville and conferred with the 
superintendents of the I^ower Falls, 
Auburndale. West Newton and Newton- 
ville postoffices to check up on the 
contents of the 20 pouches and 20 
sacks of mail which were in the 
truck. 

About 9:30 Friday night James 
Hossley of 14 Woodrow avenue. New- 
tonville. while walking with his St. 
Bernard dog. found the mall truck 
abandoned on Parkway road, which 
runs near the Charles River. Hossley 
phoned police headquarters and Sergt. 
Bannon with Patrolmen Ilolmstead 
and McEnaney rushed to the place. 
They were soon followed by the postal 
officials. It was found that five 
pouches which had contained reg- 
istered mail, in addition to several 
other pouches, had been stolen, while 
the sacks and other pouches had been 
left in the truck. Apparently the 
thieves had unlocked the padlocks 
fastening the rear door of the truck 
and the door opening from the cab 
In front. Obviously the robbers had 
knowledge not only of the time .aa- 
loney collected mall from the variou.-; 
post offices, and of the procedure In 
leaving the truck unguarded while he 
had# to obtain his waybill signature 
at .Newtonville. hut they also knew 
which pouches contained the reg- 
istered mall. Someone had planned 
the rohliery who was acquainted with 
postofflce details and also with local 
postofflce methods. During the Christ- 
mas season a large number of tem- 
porary suhsiitute.-j are employed In 
the various postoffices and the theory 
was advanced that .‘some person might 
ihus obtain knowledge. 

The truck was not on Parkway 
ron<r a short time before Hossley dis- 
covered it. and postal inspectors be- 
lieve it wa.s driven to some garage in 
the vicinity of Newtonville to be loot- 
ed. and then taken to the Isolated 
section where it was later found 
abandoned. It is estimated that the 
stolen pouches contained from $3000 
$."»0i)n in cash and other valuable 
matter. The Postofflce Department 
has offered a reward of $2000 for the 
apprelienslon of the robbers. The 
truck was towed to the Ipswich street 
postal garage In Boston where an 
effort was made to obtain finger- 
prints from the steering wheel, but 
the attempt was unsuccessful. Satur- 
day afternoon one of the five missing 
pouches which had contained regis- 
tered mall was found floating in the 
Mystic River near Charlestown. It 
had been silt open, the registered mall 
taken, and ordinary letters were left 
in, the pouch.

Committee Meets 

A strong reaflflrmntlon of its hellef 
in the public forum a.s an institution 
for public enHghtonmeiit on highly 
controvorslnl social proldems marked 
the meeting of the (’ommunlty For- 
um’s Steering Committee at the home 
of KIrtley F. Mather wlio was unani- 
mously re-elected pre.^ldeiit and chair- 
man of the Forum. 

Julius F. Warren. Superintendent of 
Schools, submitted tlie report of tlie 
suh-committee on organization charged 
with making nominations for the 
Steering Committee for 1938-30. Fifty 
Newton citizens wore elected to the 
Steering Committee headed hy Dr. 
Mather and Waiter M. Taylor. Execu- 
tive Secretary-Treasurer since the For- 
um’s founding tliree years ago.

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62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, Jan. 22, 1876 
Tw'elve members of the Legislature 
have refused passes sent to them hy 
tlie railroads. Several lines of rail- 
roads issue only free passes to legisla- 
tors. Why this distinction? 


Newton is to liave mounted police- 
men. Two patrolmen will ho on duty 
days and their task w’ill be to cover 
the wliole city. They will ride a horse 
over the length and breadth of the 
city 10 or 12 liours a day and have the 
privilege of caring for their horses, all 
for $900 a year. 


A goodly numlior assemliled at the 
Newton Lyceum in City Hall on Mon- 
day evening. The question, "Resolved. 
That our methods of education in- 
volve a waste of time and strength,” 
was opened by Rev. Francis Tiffany. 
Ho said it is pitiful to witness a child 
just learning our language attempting 
to write a given lesson in the spelling 
of words of similar sounds. It is cruel 
to inflict on our clilldren thesi' unnec- 
essary afflictions, besides tlie waste 
of time so Viiliiahle to every scliolar. 
Some of our best men are giving their 
attention to thi.s subject, tlie phonogra- 
phic alphabet, or the simplifying of our 
method of spelling. 

Mr. Slieldon having luul experience 
as a citizen and teaclier said the fault 
does not belong to the teacher. It is 
the people wlio are not willing to come 
to Hie rescue. The hook trade lias some 
of this sin to answer for. There 
are thousands of worthless books 
thrown upon tlie schools eacli year, and 
teaclu'rs are often led by the tempta- 
tions offered hy them to give constant 
sanction to changes in text liooks. He 
knew w’hat tliese lirilies meant. He 
had Iieen a teacher too many years not 
to know how’ these thing.s are man- 
aged. When parents desire a radical 
change to be made in the education of 
tlieir children, they w'ill lliid tlie teach- 
ers ready to assist them. There are 
too many rules and regulations forced 
on our schools hy antiquated men. He 
believed in liaving educated men and 
women on our .school lioard. 

Rev. Mr. Barnard said tlie fault is in 
our teaching as ivell as in our language. 
A young German came to Boston sev- 
eral years ago. He had acquired dur- 
ing 3 years of study in Germany a 
knowledge of nidiments of seven lan- 
gnages, including English, if it was 
possible for this boy to acquire enough 
knowledge of our language to read and 
speak it correctly, and six other lan- 
guages besides, in the space of 3 years, 
we slioiild go to Germany to learn the 
art of teaching. Joseph Allen w’oiild 
liave a new system of teacliing cliil- 
dren to spell and read. It is possible 
to teach a bright, active child to read 
in 16 hours, and an adult in less tlian 
tliat time, in Germany such a thing 
as teacliing spelling is unknown. If 
(hey can read they can spell. This is 
done hy sound, but with us this is im- 
possii)l(‘ because of our alphabet. We 
can’t l(‘arii liow to spell correctly. We 
shall always have to depend on tlie 
dictionary. 

Mr. Warren said there is no system 
of education in Massachusetts. Every 
town and city lias one of its own. The 
continual cliange of text hooks is not 
Hie fault of the teaelier, and it is a 
waste of money not to have hooks used 
liy older sc holars handed down to Hie 
younger. It is hard on a poor man to 
have to sell old hooks as junk at a cent 
a pound, and tlien imy yearly upwards 
of $6 worth of books for one scliolar.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


The Street Department lias been 
Imiieded In its work of clearing streets 
of snow following the recent snow’- 
storms liecause of automolilles parked 
all night on public hlglnvays. This 
condition la particularly liad on nar- 
row streets in residential sections. On 
May 4. 1936, Hie Board of Aldermen 
passed an ordinance proliibiting all- 
night parking on streets as a means to 
stop Hie practice indulged in liy many 
of using piilillc streets as garages for 
their automohlles. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons advanced for this or- 
dinance was because of the hardsliip 
it caused in preventing the plow’ing of 
snow' off highways. At times the lire 
department has been retarded in its 
work hy such parking, and many resi- 
dents of tills city have had difficulty in 
driving tlieir cars in or out of their ga- 
rages because some neighbor parks his 
or her automobile the year around on 
tlie street. 

Following tlie action of tlie Aldermen 
in passing the traffic ordinance in 
1936, the Newton police department 
made a sliort drive against automobile 
ow’ners w’lio use tlie streets as gar- 
ages, and a nunilier of cars parked all 
night on Newton Iiiglnvays were 
tagged. But the campaign was short 
lived and soon the all-niglit parking 
w'as resumed and lias continued, Wal- 
tliam's now Chief of Police. Asa Mc- 
Kmina, lias been making a determined 
drive to end all-night parking of aii- 
tomohlles on Hie streets of that city. 
The Newton police department should 
do likewise; not a spasmodic drive, but 
a regular enforcement of the law in 
order to end all-night parking of auto- 
mobiles on puiilic streets.

and promote Hio greater use of gas — 
as well as provide needed revenue to 
Hie company.” 

We can’t see justice in making peo- 
ple pay more for a necessity of life 
in order to practically coerce them In- 
to iiecoming larger consumers of gas 
for fuel purposes. If a dealer in coal 
or fuel oil resorted to tills method he 
I w’ould speedily lose trade to his com- 
I petltors. Because Hie Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company has a monopoly in 
tills public utility in Greater Boston, 
is no good reason why it sliould be 
allowed to resort tn this expedient. 
If the gas company is entitled to ad- 
ditional revenue because of increased 
taxe.s and w’ages to its employees, it 
slioiild increase the rates it charges 
to ail Its customers, botli commercial 
and domestic. Certainly domestic 
users of gas who are wealthy or in 
comfortable circumstances, should con- 
tribute to the additional revenue which 
the gas company states it requires. 
The poor should not be the goats. 

In order to relieve residents of 
.Massachusetts of burdensome real es- 
tate taxes, some of our statesmen are 
advocating the levying of a “sales tax” 
in tills Commonw’ealth. They contend 
it will reduce real estate taxes by 20 
per cent. Perhaps it will; liut it also 
will add much more in taxes on a 
large percentage of Massachusetts peo- 
ple Hian the 20 per cent it saves them 
in real estate taxes. It has been es- 
timated that even on families with 
only $1500 yearly income the sales tax 
will total $27.30. It will stimulate 
politicians, both in our State legisla- 
ture and In misgoverned towns and 
citle.s throughout the Comnionw’ealth 
to become more wasteful and extrava- 
gant In spending public funds and In 
creating additional sinecures for their 
relatives and friends. Furthermore, 
if a sales tax Is established in Mass- 
achusetts. many thousands of persons 
residing even considerable distances 
from borderng States will motor into 
the.=?e States to purchase necessities 
of life, as well as luxuries, and Mass- 
acluisctts business men and women 
will suffer accordingly. What Massa- 
chusetts needs is not more taxes but 
more economy in the conduct of public 
affairs. And w’e observe repeated de- 
mands for higlier salaries for State 
and municipnl officials who are al- 
ready well paid, and who used all 
their resources to obtain the positions 
they hold. 


Undoubtedly there will he niimerous 
and strong protest.s against the action 
taken liy the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company in establislilng a new’ sclied- 
iile of rates for domestic and commer- 
cial users of gas. The increases will 
lilt Hio class least able to stand addi- 
tional living expenses, persons in luini- 
lile circumstances wliose gas bills total 
a few’ dollars eacli month. Tlie gas 
company frankly states tliere are two 
reasons for its action in announcing 
these lilglior rates, Tlie reason, ac- 
cording to the statement of k]. M. 
F'ariisw'orHi, president of Boston Con- 
solidated Gas (’ompany is — “The rate 
lU’oposed is a promotional rate — that 
Is to say it is designed to encourage 


Mayor Childs was quoted as saying 
this w’cek that the Newton police de- 
partment needs tw’o ambulances. We 
do not know’, whether or not the May- 
or was speaking facetiously, but if he 
was .serious, we agree w’ith him. Au- 
tomobile accidents have become so in- 
creasingly frequent, that often there 
are serious accidents in which several 
persons are injured. In past years this 
city had to add to its equipment in 
various departments to cope with 
j changed conditions. Tliere is just as 
much reason for acquiring a second 
ambulance a.s there was years ago for 
obtaining more Are apparatus, more 
J trucks for the street department and 
more schools to care for a larger nuni- 
, lier of pupils. Wlien ambulances are 
needed, tliey are needed badly. If New- 
! ton can spend money for pageants, it 
can spend money for a second ambu- 
lance. And the Aldermen are willing 


to authorize such an expenditure.

Gas Company Asks 
Rate Increase 


Tlie Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany lias filed with tho State I)(*part- 
ment of Pnhlle UtlUtlos a new sche- 
dule of rates for general domestic 
and commercial use of gas. Approval 
of the Department must be* received 
lieforo the proposed schednlo can ho 
put into effect. 

Monthly hills of customers using 
one linndred cnliic feet of gas or less 
will remain nncliangod since the first 
step of the new rate will ho the same 
as the first step of the present dom- 
estic rate. Tho principal change is 
in the second stop wliere tho clAirgo 
will 1)0 twenty cents per linndred feet 
for six hundred feet. For the follow- 
ing eight hundred feet the proposed 
change Is ten cents per hundred. The 
rate tlien decreases to oiglit cents 
per linndred for the next 23,500 feel 
and to seven and one-lialf cents for 
the next 75.000 feet. For all gas over 

100.000 feet tlie rate will he six cents 
per hundred. 

Approval of this neiv rate will mean 
replacing Hiroe existing rates which 
now cover the sale of gas for general 
domestic use. general commercial use 
and automatic water heating. All other 
rates of the company. Including house 
lieatlng, kitclien heating and industrial 
rates, will not be affected, 

“The rate proposed Is a promotional 
rate,’’ says E. M. Farnsworth, Presi- 
dent of Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. "Tliat is to say. It Is designed 
to encourage and promote greater use 
of gas as well as provide needed ad- 
ditional revenue to the company. 

There will he no change in tho 
first step . or initial charge of the 
new rate as compared with the one 
now in force. This has been arranged 
by the company in order to avoid Hie 
controversy which arose in previous 
rate proposals when a higher initial 
cliargo was sought. 

“Some of tlio middle steps of the 
new rate are higher tlian correspond- 
ing steps in Hie old rate. On the 
other hand, customers who use gas 
for sev«*ral purposes and thus require 
more of it will get il at loss cost. 
This is especially true of cuatdmevs 
with larger families.’’ 

Tho present rates charged by the 
Boston Consolidated Gas Company are 
60c for tho first 100 cubic feet, 10 
cents per linndred for the next 99.900 
cubic feet: and 8 cents per hundred 
for all over 100.000 eiihie feet, with 
a minimum hill of $7 for any 12 month 
period. The new monthly acliediile 
calls for 70c gross and 60e net for 
the first hundred cubic feet; 20lrl.c 
net and 20c net per hundred for the 
next 600 cubic feet; lOt^c gross and 
10c net per hundred for tho next 800 
(•nl)lc feet: 8l^c gross and 8c net 
per hundred for the next 23,500 cubic 
feet: 8V(;C gross and 8c net per hun- 
dred for the next 75,000 cubic feet; 
over 100,000 cubic feet, 6»^c gross and 
6c net per hundred cubic feet. The 
net rate will he given to customers 
who pay their l)llls. including aiTcars 
within 20 days of billing. The cities 
and towns included in the new rate 
schedule are: Boston. Brookline. New- 
ton. Waltham. Weston, Chelsea. Mil 
ton. Quincy. Wellesley and Somerville, 
The company estimates that it will 
receive $1,165,000 additional revenue 
if the Public Utilities Commission al- 
lows the new rates to be put into ef- 
fect. It was originally intended to 
Imve the new rates become effective 
on Fehnmry 1. but the Public Utilities 
Commission has ordered a hearing on 
this matter at the State House on 
Feln-uary 1. and the changed rates 
will not go into affect until March 
1, and not then if the Public Utilities 
Commission refuses to endorse the 
changes. 

3’lie Gas Company has 18.229 meters 
in the City of Newton and .sold 1.439.- 

093.000 cubic feet in this city in 1936. 
The revenue to the company from 
its Newton sales in 1936 was $1,171.- 
167; the average sales per meter 6500 
(•nl)lc feet per month, and the aver- 
age revenue per meter for 1936 was 
$53.30. Newton has a large percent- 
age of gas users obtaining special 
rates. The increases in cost to smaller 
users, as estimated by Hie gas com- 
panv. will average about 35c per 
montli. and the maximum net in- 
crease is estimated to amount to 60 
cents. Ofliclals of the Boston Con- 
.solidated Gas Company state that the 
proposed increases provide tlio only 
way to oI)tain additional needed reve- 
nue in a short time. In 1937 the 
company earned only al)ont 2 per cent 
on capital invested. Federal. Statu 
and municipal taxes on the company 
imve lieeii Increased consldoralily In 
recent years, and between 1933 and 
1937 tho wages of employees have in- 
creased several hundred thousands of 
dollars. 

Tlio Boston Consolidated Gas ( om- 
pany is alliliated with tho Eastern 
Gas & Fuel Company, and with tlie 
Koppers ComP‘iny of Pittshnrgli. In 
1929 the company received permis- 
sion to change its rates from $1.20 
por Htuii cubic feet to a service charge 
of 5<ic per montli, and a domestic 
rate of $1 per thousand cubic feet up 
to 100,000 cubic feet. In 1934 Hie serv- 
ice cliargo was aliollslied, l)iiL an 
eiinivalcnt was estalilisliod in a rate 
of 60t; for Hie first linndred cnl)lc 
feet used montlily. and the present 
sliding scab'* of rates, wlHi special 
rates for particular users of gas in 
larger quantities. in 1935 the gas 
company applied for the right to eslal) 
llsli rates practically the same as are 
now propos*'d, imt tlie I’nhlic Utilities 
Commission disallowed the company’s 
application.

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Supt. of Schools 
Warren Discusses 
‘No School’ Signal 

At the meetliiK of the Newton School 
Committee on Monday night, Supt. of 
Schools Julius Warren discussed with 
the committee the episode on January 
13 when about 100 youths went on a 
so-called “strike” and marched from 
Newton High School to City Hall to 
protest to Mayor Childs on the failure 
of the “no school” signal to have been 
given in this city on that morning. Of 
the approximately 2500 pupils attend- 
ing high school, with the exception of 
the small minority who engaged In the 
demonstration, all the large student 
body maintained the excellent reputa- 
tion of Newton for discipline. On the 
morning of January 13 a light, dry 
snow had fallen, which caused little 
Inconvenience to traffic. 

In discussing the matter of “no 
school” signals In Newton. Mr. Warren, 
on Monday night stated that ordinar- 
ily parents of Newton children must 
decide for themselves whether or not 
they believe the weather conditions are 
unfit to send their children to school. 
He said that the school department 
would not close the schools except on 
days when the weather was unusually 
severe. The following day, with Its 
high wind and driving rain was such 
a day. and Supt. of Schools Warren 
had the “no school" signal sounded on 
the fire alarm bells, as well as an- 
nounced through the medium of 
Boston radio stations. Mr. Warren 
said that parents who decide to keep 
their children from attending school 
on stormy days, can rest assured that 
although such children may be marked 
absent or tardy, they will be given 
ample opportunities to make up the 
school work they have missed. 

Referring to conditions on January 
13, Mr. Warren stated that so many 
telephone calls were sent to police and 
fire department headquarters on that 
morning inquiring as to whether or 
not there was school, that emergency 
calls could have been transmitted 
only with difficulty. The Fire Depart- 
ment had to request the telephone 
company to answer the inquiries re- 
garding the school attendance. Comp- 
lications were caused by a telephone 
operator at the Centre Newton ex- 
change giving misinformation by 
stating there would be no school, and 
by a private school in this city an- 
nouncing no school over the radio. Mr. 
Warren stated than on January 13, 
74.5 per cent of Newton public school 
pupils attended classes. He said that 
the boys who went on the “strike” 
were motivated by mischief, and a 
number of them have since apol- 
ogized. He Informed the committee 
that in Newton for some years prior to 
1935 the “no school” signal had been 
abandoned, and parents had to decide 
whether or not to have their children 
attend school on stormy days. In 1935 
the then School Committee adopted a 
system for the announcement of no 
school. This Included the sounding of 
the 3-3-3 signal on the fire alarm, and 
the use of radio stations WBZ, WEEI 
and WNAC. In the near future 
Supt. of Schools Warren will issue a 
circular for parents on the matter of 
the "no school” signal.

Protest Using 
California St. 

As Extension 


The extension of the Metropolitan 
parkway along the Charles River at 
Galen st., Watertown, towards Bemls 
and Waltham la again before the 
State Legislature as a result of a bill 
filed by Representative Leo Landry 
of Watertown. The parkway was 
planned many years ago and the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission then ac 
qulred land bordering the Charles 
River as a route for It. Several years 
ago Metropolitan District engineers 
changed the original plan and prepared 
plana using California at. In Nonan- 
turn as a part of the parkway route. 
Strong protests were made against this 
proposal. 

These protests were renewed on 
Monday night at a special meeting 
of the Hoard of Aldermen when Al 
derman George Rawson of Ward 
moved that the Boajd go on record 
as opposed to the use of California 
St. for the parkway and favoring the 
original route near the river. Mr, 
Rawson called attention to the many 
automobile accidents which have oc 
enrred on California st. and to the 
fact that the street la used by hun 
dreds of children and a large num 
her of women employed In nearby 
factories. Hla motion authorized the 
Mayor and City Solicitor to appear 
before the Legislative committee at 
the hearing to he held on the mat 
ter. The motion was seconded by 
Aldermen Fahey of Ward 1 and car- 
ried. 

On Thursday Mayor Childs an- 
nounced that he would oppose the use 
of California st. for the parkway and 
called attention to the fact that the 
playgrounds located near California 
st. necessitate the crossing of that 
street by large numbers of children, 


Community Chest 
Fund Reaches Goa 


Final report of the Newton Com- 
munity Chest Campaign for 1937 made 
this morning by A. Leslie Harwood, 
Jr., campaign chairman, showed total 
pledges of $194,395.97 or 101.6 per 
cent of the $192,305 goal. In an 
nouncing the final figures, Mr. Harwood 
paid tribute to the generous response 
of Newton citizens to the appeal and 
pointed out that the number of sub- 
scribers had Increased from 14.189 In 
1936 to 15.202 in 1937. 

The Newton Chest, which is the old- 
est in Greater Boston, has steadily 
increased its goal and the number of 
Its subscribers for the past four years, 
Mr. Harwood stated. “The success of 
the campaign.” he said, “assures the 
continuance of the good work of New 
ton’s 14 health and social agencies in 
1938.” 


School Committee 
Holds Meeting 

The Newton School Committee at 
Its meeting on Monday night voted 
to grant permission to have the Me- 
Gllnchey house on Elm road moved 
across the high school athletic field 
to a new location. The McGllnchey 
property was recently acquired by 
the city, the site being wedged in at 
the high school property. It had been 
proposed to use the house as an ad- 
ministration building for the School 
Department. The committee voted to 
reduce the mileage rate on automo- 
biles to two school department em- 
ployees from 8c per mile to 5c per 
mile. These employees have been ob- 
taining the higher rate in using their 
cars to travel about this city.

Twelve Apartment 
House At Newton 


P^xcavatlon work for the founda- 
tion of a new apartment building on 
Mount Ida street, Newton, started this 
week. The location, at the corner of 
Centre street was formerly the Alden 
property. It is situated on a .steep 
grade and at a sharp curve on Centre 
street. Several years ago when It was 
proposed to build a large apartment 
building at this place. Dr Thomas M. 
Gallagher, then a member of the 
Board of Aldermen, proposed that the 
city take sufficient of tho land to 
straighten out the curve on (.entre 
street at this point.

Icet by 42 feet. Two stories high, of 
brick construction, it will contain 
twelve apartments of 3 roome each, 
including kitchenette. The estimated 
cost is $40,000. The owners of the 
ouilding are the Morris Realty Trust 
of Dorchester; the builder, Jacob 
Ditch; and the architect Saul Moffle. 


Barbers Want City 
To Restrict Hours 


A petition has been sent to the 
Newton Board of Aldermen by the 
Master Barbers’ Association of New- 
ton asking that the city establish an 
ordinance which will regulate the 
hours during which barber shops In 
Newton may be operated. On all week 
days except Saturday the shops would 
he open from 8 a. m. to 7 p. m.; on Sat- 
urdays and days preceding legal holl 
days, from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Shops 
would not he allowed to open on legal 
holidays. Beauty parlors would not 
be affected by the ordinance unless 
tliey catered to male patrons. Penalty 
for violating the ordinance would be 
$10 for the first offense and $25 for 
a second offence. The petition is 
signed by 31 members of the Associa- 
tion. headed by the officers. These in- 
clude Paul Garten, president; Thomas 
Green, vice-president; Joseph Nargis- 
ian, recorder: John Tirone. financial 
secretary: Vincent Buccheri, treasurer, 
Similar ordinances are in effect in 
Boston, Worcester, Lynn. Lowell and 
other cities. An attorney for a Wor- 
cester barber who was recently fined 
for violating the ordinance there, took 
an appeal on the ground that such an 
ordinance is not constitutional.

Rainey Speaks 
On Youth At 
Newton Forum 

Tells Of Endeavors To Solve 
Employment Problem 

Last Sunday, January 23, Homer 
P. Rainey, Director of the American 
Youth Commission of the American 
Council In Education spoke at the 
Newton High School on "The Youth 
Movement Here and Abroad.” Roy E, 
Coombs, State Secretary of the 
YMCA of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, acted as chairman in Dr. 
Mather’s absence and was In turn in- 
troduced by H. W. Basrom. Secre- 
tary of the Newton YMCA. 

“Youth.’’ Dr. Rainey liegan, “Is be 
Ing more discussed today than ever 
before.” In countries maintaining a 
dictator, such as Germany. Russia, 
and Italy, youth literally takes the 
form of a movement, for in this way 
the dictator helps to assure hlni.self of 
continued power. Russia has over 

100.000. 000 youth dependent upon the 
government for a living. It is this, the 
speaker continued, that we want to 
keep away from. In America we have 
as vet no organized youth move- 
ment. The youth movement here 
consists rather of the problem con- 
fronting youth and the endeavor to 
solve it. This problem is concerned 
with what Is to be done for the 
liundreds of thou.sand young people 
between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-one. Industry today is not 
employing men under twenty-one 
years of age and the large majority 
of youth are out of school at sixteen, 
some sooner than that. Something 
must lie done to keep them occupied 
and out of the streets. What Is more, 
the older generation, more or less dis- 
integrated by the effects of the world 
war, is not giving its sons and daugh- 
ters much assistance. Today’s youth is 
bewildered, uncertain about economic 
and political as well as moral and 
Intellectual issues. 

There are at the present time 

4.000. 000 between the ages of sixteen 
and twenty-four unemployed, with an 
additional 2,000.000 every year. One 
of the greatest Infiuences to he dealt 
with is the declining birth rate. In 
1850 there was a ratio of 1000 to 880 of 
youth over adults. Today that ratio is 
reversed. What is more, the larger 
families occur among the poorest com- 
munities; mining dli^trlcts, mill towns 
and other centers of industry. Large 
cities are not reproducing their popu- 
lation. In fact. Salt Lake City is the 
only city in this country where birth- 
rate balances deatli-rate. 

The American Youth Commission 
is made up of sixteen or seventeen 
oiitstunding American men and wo- 
men. It was orgaii.'itil ti>o years ag« 
and is working, so to speak, on a 
five year plan. That is, for five 
years it is to study tlie youth prob- 
lem and make out a program wlierel»y 
it can effectively rectify this situa- 
tion. In the past two years It has 
Int.ervlewed, personally, 50,000 young 
people between the ages of 16 and 25. 
Each interview has lasted from forty 

iiiutes to two hours and a half. 
Tliese interviews have afforded the 
(’onimlssion its best source of Infornia- 
lioii regarding the trend of thought 
and tlie aspirations of youth, and it 
is only in this way that it can hope to 
solve the problem. 

Dr. Rainey said that the CCC and 
tlie NYA have to some degree aided 
tills situation, and that the continua 
tioii of these organizations is to be 
Imped for. On the other hand, they 
cannot take care of all the unemployed 
between the ages of 16 and 21. 

The speaker brought up the (iiiestion 
of training schools, Imt the difficulty 
tliere lies in the fact that 75 per cent 
of workers can be trained in six 
months for their specific duties, and 
out of the 60 per cent or more who 
express the desire to enter profession- 
al Helds, only 8 per cent can be ac- 
’ommodated in these fields. There are 
more students enrolled in America’s 
secondar.v schools today than in all 
the secondary scliools in Europe put 
together. 

Youth is naturally eager and en- 
tliusiastic to get ahead and be suc- 
cessful hut it needs leadership and 
lias no one to turn to; it is the fu- 
ture of Democracy and even the mean- 
ing of that is liecoming oliscure. 

The older generation.” Dr. Rainey 
concluded, “has failed its youth.” 

On February 6. Arthur Garfield Hays 
of the American Civil Liberties Union

Newton Police Get 
Handbag Snatcher 

Last Thursday night about 7 o’clock 
Bradford Aucoln, 27, of 25 Oakland 
st. Watertown was arrested on Ruth- 
ven rd.. Newton by Patrolmen Mc- 
Enuney and Sherman on the charge 
of having robbed Miss .Mary Foley, 
27. of 274 Beacon st.. Boston of her 
pocketbook. Miss Foley had come 
from Boston to visit a friend in New- 
ton. After alighting from a street car 
at Tremont st, Newton she was fol- 
low'ed along Waverley ave. by Aucoln, 
Near Riithven rd. he seized the young 
woman’s pocketbook. and as she strug- 
gled to retain it she was knocked 
down.

According to the police Aucoln ad- 
mitted having robbed Miss Foley and 
the money taken from the pocket 
book was found In his possession.

He was ar- 
raigned in the Newton police court 
last Friday and his case continued 
until January 27.

The new Carr School at Nevada 
street. Newtonville, was ordered closed 
on Monday by the School Depart- 
ment because cracks had developed In 
the ceiling In many of the class 
rooms and school officials did not 
want to take any chances of the 
ceilings falling and Injuring the 
children who attend the school. The 
Carr School is an elementary school 
and is attended by children in the 
first to sixth grades inclusive, as 
well as a kindergarten and two clas- 
ses for backward pupils. Tho building 
was started in 1934 and completed in 
August, 1935. It was first occupied 
in September. 1935 It contains 16 
class rooms and has ultra-modern 
.school equipment. The architect of the 
school was Ralph Henry of Newton: 
J. Slotnik Company of Boston, the 
builders; and it was constructed as a 
PWA project. It was under the super- 
vision of WPA officials and the New- 
ton Public Buildings D€partu.?»it. Har- 
ry Hagman was then Public Buildings 
Commissioner and Joseph Jobling was 
“Clerk of the Works” on this job for 
the city. Slotnik was the lowest bid- 
der. and in accordance with WPA rules 
the contract had to be awarded to 
the lowest bidder, provided he had a 
satisfactor>' financial standing and 
could obtain a satisfactory bond. The 
total cost of the building was 1300.- 
811.78; of this 187,008.30 was received 
as a WPA grant. 

The sub-contractor who was given 
the plastering job backed out and 
this work was eventually done by F. 
Guidara & Son of Boston. According 
to the plans, hangers from which the 
ceilings were to be suspended, were 
to be placed in position before the 
concrete floors were poured. Because 
of the failure of the firm which was 
first awarded the sub-contract for 
pla.stering to perform this work, the 
concrete for the floors was poured 
before the hangers for the ceilings 
were installed. Then, as a substitute 
method, some of the ceilings were 
supported by expansion shields set 
vertically in the concrete. Late last 
June, after the school had closed, a 
ceiling in a corridor had sagged to 
such a degree, that it was replaced. 
At that time the Slotnik Company 
wa.i notified of the de^het. but de- 
clined to stand the expense of the re- 
pairs. as over a year had elapsed 
since the completion of the building, 
and the contractor’s liability had ter- 
minated. Public Buildings Commis- 
sioner stated on Monday that the 
school building itself had not settled, 
nor can the defective ceilings be at- 
tributed to faulty construction work 
in the masonry of the school. The 
sagging of the ceilings must be caused 
by some defect in the ceilings them- 
selves. Mr. Campbell, as yet, has not 
given the specific cause of the trouble. 

.Monday morning, after the 454 
pupils who attend the Carr School 
had assembled in their classrooms, 
they were given notes to be read by 
their parents, and told to return to 
their homes. On that day Supt. of 
Schools Warren issued the following 
statement: 

• During the past few days weak- 
ness in the ceilings of the Carr school 
has developed. From the standpoint of 
safety, it has been decided by the 
School Department and the Public 
Buildings department that the wisest 
n.ilicy is to close the building until 
the weakness can be investigated and 
rectified. The closing of the school 
was ordered as a matter of precau- 
tion in order to rectify conditions. All 
ceilings of the building are being in- 
vestigated by the Public Buildings 
department. 

“It is known that certain ceilings 
will have to be replaced. This means 
that at best the ground floor will not

Swedenborg 

Local Church Observes 250th 
Anniversary of Birth of 
Founder 

Last Friday evt iiitig. January 21at. 
in contipction with the approaclilng 
commemoration of the 250tli anniver- 
sary of the hirtli of Emanuel Sw'edeu- 
horg. the Rev. Frauklln Blackmcr, 
principal of the New-Cliureh Theologl- 
eal School of Cambridge, delivered a 
lecture upon the life and times of the 
noted Swedish scientist, philosopher, 
and theologian, in tlie parish house of 
the New Church. Illglilaiid ave.. Now- 
touville. The lecture. Illustrated by 
lantern slides and rare copies of 
Swedonhorg’s works, was well attend- 
ed. 

Other events in the Swedenborg 
commemoration program Include a 
banquet In the social auditorium of 
the Church of the New Jerusalem, 136 
Bowdolu st., Boston, on the date of the 
anniversary, Saturday. Jan. 29th, nt 
6:30 p. ni. Among the prominent speak- 
ers w’lll be Dr. Howard Davis Spoerl, 
Director of the psychology depart- 
ment of the American International 
College nt Springfield, Mass. 

On Sunday. January 30th. at 3:30 
p. m.. nt the church. 136 Bowdolu st., 
Boston, a choir of seventy trained 
voices will slug “The Glorified Christ," 
a cantata composed especially for the 
occasion by Rollo .Maitland, organist 
of the Philadelphia New-Church Socie- 
ty, and one of the most distinguished 
members of his profession in the coun- 
try. Admission is free, and the public 
is cordially Invited. 

Other events for the Swedenborg 
commemoration will take place during 
the next fifteen days In New’ York, 
Philadelphia. Chicago. San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, and also In Canada. In 
London w’ill be held a banquet of 1200 
guests with Sir Campbell Rhodes as 
chairman, and w’ith the King of Swe- 
den, the Prince of Connaught, and 
many other titled and literaiT notables 
as sponsors. Several radio broadcasts 
will he made from the larger meetings 
both in the United States and In Eu- 
rope. 

Public libraries are revising or com- 
pleting their volumes of Sweden- 
borg’s w’orks w’lth the assistance of the 
Sw’edenborg Foundation, 51 ICast 42nd 
st.. New’ York City. The purpose of 
the commemoration is to make Eman- 
uel Swedenborg, last of the great 
“universal” scholars of the Renais- 
sance, better known as a man. a sci- 
entist, and a theologian. 

Emanuel Swedenborg, noted physi- 
cist, mathematician and engineer of 
the 18th century, was the only success- 
ful man of science known to history to 
become the founder of a religious or- 
ganization. 

Swedenborg was for 30 years Assesor 
of the College of Mines of the Swedish 
government. During this period he 
published works on mineralogy, metal- 
lurgy. geology, ‘physics and mathema- 
tics. He later turned from the study of 
inorganic nature to Investigations in 
anatomy, physiology and psychology. 

Sw’edeuhorg’s remarkable deduc- 
tions on the funetlons of the brain and 
of the spinal cord received little recog- 
nition until confirmed more than a 
century after his death by modern ex- 
perimental science. In psychology he 
was the first to teach that the mind 
functions on various levels of coii- 
scioustiess. 

Swedenborg’s attention was focussed 
on religion as the result of a remark- 
ulile spiritual experience in middle 
life. During his last 30 years he pro- 
duced S3 theological volumes. After 
his death a church was founded on the 
doctrines he formulated. 

Sweiulenhorg claimed that he had 
been introduced w’hile still in the body 
into the spiritual world. He wrote de- 
tailed and interesting accounts of 
things seen and heard in lieaven and 
hell and in an intermediate world of 
spirits. During his years of extra- 
sensory experience be was an active 
member of the Sw’edish House of 
Nobles, enjoying excellent health until 
a few’ weeks prior to his death at the 
age of 84. ill 1772.

62 YEARS AGO 

Newton Republican, Jan. 29, 1876 

The attendance nt the Newton 
Lyceum In City Hall Monday eve- 
ning was very large, hundreds being 
obliged to stand in the aisles and 
passageway.s. tJood music was pro- 
vided. The lecture by H. H. Lincoln 
a “Trip to the Gold Const” W'ns very 
interesting. 

The debate on the Amnesty Bill W’as 
opened by James T. Allen. He fav- 
ored the hill, said only 800 Southerners 
are aw’alting amnesty and It would be 
good for this country. Dr. Whitney did 
not favor the bill in conjunction 
with his centennial of the U.S.A., hut 
was willing It should pass for the 
next Centennial. Jeff Davis is not 
w’orth making such a fuss over. He 
should not ho pardoned until he asks 
for it. and should have been shot 
down when first captured. Ho believed 
Davis knew of the horrors of Ander- 
sonville prison and could have pre- 
vented them. Mr. Drew thought It 
unw’lse to dig up the past war and 
rebel prisoners. This talk of Davis 
brings him too much before the pub- 
lic. All these things are in the past, 
let the •bill liecome law’, and pardon 
them all. Mr. Van Duzee w’as ready 
to clasp hands across the bloody 
chasm and lot the past alone. 
Don’t put Jeff Davis’ name In the bill. 
It should Include everyone. If Davis 
had been tried at th3 time he w’as 
captured, he w’ould have been ac- 
quitted. Chief Justice Chase knew 
this to be the case. 


Letter to Editor of Republican: — 
"Facts are stubborn things. I notice 
In Inst w’eek’s issue that Mr. James 
T, Allen in his remarks before the 
New’ton Lyceum made the statement 
that the schools of New’ton are the 
most expensive In the United States, If 
not in the w’orld. Now the fact is by 
the last report of the Mass. Board of 
Education that Newton stands 10th In 
the cost per pupil, viz. $23.52, while 
the neighboring town of Brookline 
pays $36.56, or 55 per cent more. And 
Brookline is in the United States. 
There are four towns in Middlesex 
County with more expensive schools 
— Arlington, Lexington, Winchester 
and Watertnw’ii. When compared w’ith 
the.se places with regard to valuation. 
Newton stands 160th. paying 3 and 
4/10 mills on each dollar of taxable 
property, and there are 25 tow’us in 
Middlesex County outranking New’- 
ton In this respect. Will Brother Allen 
be mor <4 careful as to the truth of his 
statements hereafter, w’hen he pitches 
into his rivals, tlie public schools. 
And will ho tell us how expensive his 
West New’ton Classical School is? 

For one. I firmly believe that every 
faithful teacher of Newton earns 
every dollar she gets from piihlle 
funds. Can the same thing he said of 
every other public servant? Newton 
ow’cs the position she now occupies to 
the superiority of her rehonls. Let no 
‘penny-wise’ policy injure our enviable 
reputntl/m."

Nature was lavisli this week in gor- 
geous displays. Persons motoring last 
Sunday afternoon observed phantas- 
iiial, eerie effects produced by the unu- 
sually lieavy fog wlilch crept over tills 
region late that day, and made traffic 
conditions very liazardous on Sunday 
night and early Monday. There was 
Huffleleiit moisture from the fog and 
the temperature was low enough tp 
create w’elrdly beautiful hoar-frost cov- 
erings on trees and shrubs which af- 
forded a fairyland like spectacle from 
sunrise until near nooutlmo on Mon- 
day. Tuesday night old Aurora Bo- 
realis got busy at its power-house up 
In the Arctic region and put on the 
grandest illumination which this gen- 
eration has seen. According to Eu- 
ropean scientists it was the most mar- 
velous display of Northern lights in 
over tw’o centuries. 


One of New’ton’s most practical phil- 
anthropies is that conducted by the 
Mothers’ Rest Association. For 35 years 
tills association has maintained a rest 
home at Oak Hill where each summer 
a tw’o w’eeks’ vacation Is given to 
groups of needy mothers and their 
children.

It has light, airy rooms, one for 
each mother: modern bathrooms, a ful- 
ly equipped kitchen and a large recre- 
ation room. In the pine grove are 
HW’ings, sand boxes and other play de- 
vices for the children. The Rest af- 
fords poor mothers a respite from year 
round drudgery in an atmosphere of 
peace and quiet. Catering to them Is a 
staff w’hlcli includes a matron, nurse, 
mother’s helper, cook, laundress and 
two maids. ' 

From June until the middle of Se’p- 
t ember six 2 w’eoks’ parties enjoy the 
Rest. Each one includes at least 20 
mothers and their children, 5 years of 
age and younger. They are Invited 
through churches and charitable or- 
ganizations of Greater Boston, prefer- 
ence being given to Newton families. 
The property is entirely paid for, and 
through efficient management and the 
generosity of many friends yearly ex- 
penses have been paid. The aim of 
the ^Mothers’ Rest Association is to 
have a membership large enough to 
meet the annual budget of approxi- 
mately $4500. New’ton w’oineii are 
asked to help by becoming members. 
The aiinunl dues are but $2. On Fri- 
day. February 4, the Association will 
hold a Bridge and Tea at the New’ton 
Centre Women’s Club at 2 o’clock.

stop leaks at that school and have 
conditions caused by dampucss correct- 
ed. Now’ taxpayers of this city must 
stand the expense of additional thou- 
sands' of dollars because of necessary 
repairs at the new’ Carr School. In 
addition 450 young children are being 
Inconvenienced for several weeks. 
There should he no pussyfooting or 
w’hltew’ashing in regard to the situa- 
tion at the Nevada st. school. Respon- 
sibility for the condition there should 
not only be ascertained, hut citizens 
of New’ton should be acquainted with 
the facts. It is up to the Mayor, the 
Board of Aldermen, the School Com- 
mittee and the Public Buildings De- 
partment to have a show-down on this 
matter. There should be no polite 
buck passing. 


The business of government of this 
country has been held up while a fili- 
buster was conducted in the United 
States Senate against the Wagner-Van 
Nuys antl-lyiichlng bill. Senators 
from the Southern States argue that 
the lives and honor of their women 
folks will have inadequate protection 
if they cannot continue to resort to 
lynching. It Is deplorable that even 
a small number of negroe.s are lynched 
each .vear In the South, It would be 
a w’onderful thing for this country If 
our Senators w’ould give as much at- 
tention to the 37.000 sudden deaths 
that occurred in this country last year 
from motoring, ns they have been giv- 
ing to the few’ deaths which resulted 
from lynching. 

There was an editorial in the Bos- 
ton Herald last Saturday which com- 
mended American women for refus- 
ing to cense wearing silk stockings

Rotary Chib 

Dr. Alfred C. Lane, of Cambridge, 
gave a very Interesting talk to the 
Rotary Club on “The Ago of the 
World.’’ at tho Monday noon mooting 
at tho Charles River Country Club, He 
explained first of all the methods by 
which scientists attempt to determine 
the age of various parts of tho world.

be ready for occupancy for perhaps 
two weeks. It will be a month, in my 
judgment before the building can be 
fully reoccupied.’’ 

At the meeting of the School Cora- 
mitte on Monday night it was de- 
cided that the committee would not 
interfere, in any effort to fix the blame 
ttir the expensive defects which de- 
veloped In the new school, and to 
pass this responsibility to the Build- 
ings department. The Public Build- 
ings Department on Monday engaged 
the firm of Muir Brothers of Boston to 
repair the ceilings. The cost of the 
work isL estimated at between $4000 
and $5000. It Is probable that the 
ceilings In all the eight classrooms on 
the first floor of the school will have 
to be repaired, and this work will 
take about two weeks. The work of 
repairing the ceilings on the second 
floor will not prevent the resumption 
of classes in the first floor rooms, as 
the second flocr ceilings can bo 
strengthened from above. ..

The l)usiness meeting was followed 
by a dinner which was attended by 
meml)ers of the Board of Trustees, 
doctors. School of Nursing (’ommit- 
tee, executives of the hospital staff 
and school of nursing. Mr. Frank J. 
Richardson. President of the Board 
of Trustees for the forthcoming year, 
presided. 


The following Is a summary of a 
rc'port given at the annual meeting 
by Mr. William Chase, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Trustees: 

Tlio year 1937 marks tlie first year 
of file sj'cond half century of tlu* 
life of the Newton llospltnl. Much has 
been done to Improve the physical 
plant and to bring the conduct of the 
liospital to a high slate of efllclency 
during the past year. The scope of 
the service to the community has 
been broad. The dally average num- 
ber of patients was 1(10.38: .5. 1.8(1 were 
admitted to hospital hods In addition 
to 12.5 patients who wore In the lios- 
pltal on .Taimnry first, making a total 
of .5.311 patients who received .58.- 
.59(1 day.s’ care. In ndditinn 1.880 pa- 
tients were admitted for x-ray and as 
out patients: 3.87fi were treated in 
the Out Patient Department making 
a grand total of 11.073 patients who 
received care in the various depart- 
ments. (149 babies wore horn Inclnd 
ing five sets of twins: of these hlrtlis 
402 were of Newton residents. lo:i 
preschool and school children upon 
recommendation of the Board of Health 
of the City of Newton had their ton- 
sils removed through the tonsil clinic 
without charge. 

The operating deficit was wiped out 
by the contributions of the community 
ciiest and Wellesley residents, and 
the Income from invested funds and do- 
nations. 

Tribute was paid to the splendid 
work the chest is doing throughout 
the city and extended thanks for the 
generous cooperation in aiding the hos- 
pital to solve Its problems. 

Many outstanding improvements in 
the physical plant have been made 
which will enable the hospital to ren- 
der more satisfactory service to its 
patients, an outstanding one being the 
modernization of the contagious ward. 

A general program of repair has 
continued throughout the year with 
tile result that the institution and 
its equipment are in good condition. 

Tile nursing department of the hos- 
pital has two responsibilities, that of 
providing adequate nursing service to 
patients and to insure sound profes- 
sional education to its students. Tlie 
liospital and school were recently cho- 
S(*u by a national committee as one 
of fourteen institutions in which a 
study is being made of the cost of 
hospitalized nursing to patients. The 
criteria upon which the selection was 
made are adequate nursing service 
and an acceptable educational pro- 
gram. 

An outstanding problem confronts 
the attention of tlie Board of Trus- 
tees. that of a new nurses’ home which 
has long been needed and which is 
now necessniT In order to accom- 
modate the number of nurses demand- 
ed for the care of the patients. It 
was voted to conduct a drive, suliject 
to the approval of the Newton Com- 
munity Chest, for $325,000 for a nurses’ 
home. Architectural plans have al- 
ready been drawn up and the finance 
committee w'as Instructed to go ahead 
with preparations for raising the fund. 

A second problem is the moderniza- 
tion of the Children’s Ward which 
was built in 1898: tlie cost of tills 
modernization is estimated at $2,500 
The Board of Trustees would welcome 
gifts from hospital friends for this 
purpose.
